dence,noW, that Our Citte of London is become the greateſ?, 
02 next the greateſt Citie of the Chziſttan wozld, it is moze then 
time that there be an vtter ceſſation of further new Buildings, 
leſt theſurcharge andouerflow of people doe bzing vpon Our ſaid 
Citie infinſte (nconneniences, whtch hane. beene ſo often mentics 
ned, both in Our fozmer P2oclamatccons, and in the Decrees of 


them: Our purpoſe and Pzincely reſolution being now and hereafter, to leane wozds, and to 
act, and execute Our Pztncely O2dinanceson that behalfe, and not to make diſcourſe 02 recitall 
of them: Therekoze, as u9e doe exceedingly appzooueand commendallEdifices,Structures 
and wozkes which tend to publique vle andoznament, in and about our ſaid Citie, as the pa- 
uing of Smickficld, theplanting of Moorcficlds, the bzinging ofthe New-ſtreame vnto the uoeſt 
parts ofthe City and Suburbs, the Peſthoulc, Suttons Hoſpitall, Britaincs Burſe, the reedifping of 
Algate, Hicks Hall,and thelitke Wozkes, Which Hhaue beene erected and perſozmedingreater num- 
ber in thele twelue yeeres of Our Reigne, then in whole ages heretofoze ; So on the other 
ſide, fo2 farther additcon of pztuate Buildings, Wee are fully reſolued, that this ©ur Royall 
Pzoclamation, and finall and peremptozy Commandement, ſhall be the fartheſt and vtmoſt 
period and endof them; ©nely, as to p2ivate houſes, v9ee could deſire and wiſh, accozding to 
Gur fozmer P2oclamation and Ozdinanrces touching Bzicke-buildings, that asit was laid by 
the firſt Emperour of Rome, thathee had found the City of Rome of 2Bzicke, andleft it of Par-. 
ble, Do that wee whomGo D hath Honoured to be the firſt King of Grear Bricaine, monght 
be able to ſayin ſome pzopoztion , That wee had found Our Citieand Suburbs of London of 
Ktickes, and left themof Baicke, being a Patertall farre moze durable, ſafe from fire,beautifull 
and magnificent, 

Hauingthereko:e lately begun this great refo:zmation,by Our Royall Commiſſion directed 
vnto Our Pztute Conncell, and other pzincipall perſons, and publiſhed in the Guildhall by the 
mouth. aud declaration of Our Chanccllour, as from Our owne Pzincely and tmmediate 


Our high Court ot Star-Thamber, as ir were im vaine co repcat _ 
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direction ; Wee Hane thotight good farther to confirme and cozrobozate afwell Our fozmer 
P2oclamations and Royall commandements, as the ſaid late Declaration of Our Chancel- 


1our bythis Our pzelent Pzoclamation, wherein firſt wee would haue our loning Subtects 


vnderſtand, that it ſhall well appeare by our reſolute and conſtant reſtraining of all: fature 


- pztnate Buildings Wwithontall Diſpenſation, Toleration oz Conninence,that it was not pzo- 


fitthat was theſcope andendof Ourſaid Commiſſion, but the refozmation of the abuſe which 
bythe experience of ſo many fozmer Pzoclamations contemned, we did plainly ſee befoze Our 
eyes was impoſſible to remedte, except puniſhment and example foz the time paſt, did accom- 
pany the pzohtbitton and reſtraint foz the future; u9herein neuertheleſſe wee haue caried ſo 
moderate a hand, andſo mired Our Clemencie with Pur Juſtice, as the fruit ofa Refozna- 
tion maynot Hauetoo much of the ſowze grape, but rather a taſte of @ur Grace and Mercy. 
And fo2 matter ofpzofit, we would haue Our Subtects know, that althongh it be not a thing 
wee doe chiefly regard, pet wee take Ourſeluesto be intereſſed in honour, that the pzocedure of 
apublique Refozmation, benot turned to any pziuate benefit, but hane the true current into 
Our Royall Lreaſure, whichts the ſinewes of Hur Eſtate vpou all occaſions. 

Lallly, we doe hereby ratifieand confirme all Onr pzecedent P2zoclamations touching 2Buil- 
dings in and about Our Citte; Giuing ſtrait charge and commandement, as well to Our 
Commiſſioners, to p2oceed diligently and thzonghly in the execution of Our ſaid Commiſſion, 
without flackeneſſe oz rennſneſle (as they haue Hitherto well begun) astoall other Our Px 
giltrates, Officers and Miniſters, andall Our louing Subtectsin generall, That they doe 
ener hereafter, duely, firmely and ſtraightly obſerne , verfozme and erccnte the contents.of = 


. Pur ſaid fozmer P2oclamation, and that no man hereafter doe expect either Licence,oz Dil- 


penſation fo further Buildings, no2 fo much as this fozmer courſe of lenitie vſcd by Our 


- Commiſſion , but the vtmoſt ſeueritie ofthe Law, and the Sentence of ©ur high Court of 


Starre-Chamber, ifthey ſhall hereafter offend. And becauſe wee intend this Our pzoceeding 
fo:zRefozmation be inutolable fo2 the time tocome, ugeeare graciouſly pleaſed, that the Buil- 
dings now erected and not finiſhed, be not pulled downe, ſo that they be finiſhed by Micha- 
elmas next, the Offenders neuerthelclſe making COmpotntion with Our Commſſioners in 
that behalfe.
